cases by overestimated farming values. 
Tho very cheap land is often to be 
avoided also, because it Is not fitted for 
farming and is at the moment devoid of 
forest covering. Some of the cheap 
farms are not largo enough in acreage, 
ot produce too llttlo income iwr ucre, 
to keep a farmer and his family. Such 
farms, however, m'ay form desirable 
parts of a larger farm business. 
Most 


of the rrial farming Is dono on land val- 
ued tit from ten to ono hundred dollars 
per aero and tho greater part of it is 
perhaps on tho land worth from twenty- 
live to sixty dollars per acre, tho whole 
'farm taken together. 


Tho distinctive features of Now Eng 


land farming are due to the'fact that 
the region as a whole. is particularly 
adapted lo Iho growth of grass and 
trees. So, in general, the kinds ol 
farming which depend on the grasi 
crop, predominate. 
These kinds ol 


farming are profitably supplemented by 
orcharding, and derive great help from 
the presence of woodland. Tho las 
furnishes winter employment for many 
farmers and their' teams." 


Hay growing for, tho market on tho 


moist or loamy soils of Now England is 
more profitable than corn growing in 
the Central States. 
Potatoes on th 


well drained lands of northern No* 
England and applo orchards on the uri 
lands of all but the most northern par 
are profitable and command market 
which aro 'not so easily reached 
fron 


other states. 
Truck and small frui 


crops aro in demand and are profitabl 
to raiso near to any of the larger town 
and cities. Market milk is also a pay 
ing product oven somewhat furthe 
from the cities, but is not so univcr 
sally profitable as lias been suppose!

frequent at points more remote from 
the cities. .

Short 
rotations including a clover sod to plow 
down with frequent regularity will do 
much to keep' the needed amount of 
humus in the soil.

state other

hardy crops must first be grown as 
green manure to build the land ufi to 
where it will grow clover in rotation. 
Winter rye and buckwheat are two ot 
the most hardy and etrbacious crops to 
plow under green, for soil improve- 
ment. 


The second problem is the choosing of 


the.combination of enterprises to make 
tho farm moat profitable, as a whole. 
This very frequently . means selecting 
the best adapted cash crop in a given 
locality to combine ' with the dairy 
farming or other livestock business. It 
may also mean the selection of lha 
proper rotation to employ tne farmer 
and his teams to bast advantage at all 
times of the year, both in growing the 
several crops and in dispismi of them. 
This question may usually be solved 
from 
the 
experience of successful 


farmers in the same region or . at least 
in adjoining states.
